x. = HAT by antient Cuſtom and Uſage, fveral Courts of Law 


have been eltabliſhed in the City of London, for Recovery of 
Debts contracted within the ſaid City, according to the Rules 
of che Cominon- Law and Cuſtoms there uſed: One of which, 
calleci tue Aae, dats every Day in the Week; the other Courts, 
called the Sheri7'-Ceorrts, fit four Days in the Week. Of the firſt the 
R corder, now ohe of the Barons of the Court of Exchequer, is the Judge; 
and his Predec ſſors have b22n generally advanced to the greateſt Dignities in 
the Law : The other two Judges are a Serjeant at Law, Deputy to the 
14 Recorder, a: d an Utter-Barriſter, all of them having Salaries paid 
by the City: Which Courts are ſupplied with Jurymen of able Citizens, 
returned hy the Aldermen of the ſeveral Wards, who ſerve annually in their 
; Turns, ach Ward a Month in the Year. 


2. That the Expence of trying a Cauſe in theſe Courts doth not amount 
to a Fitch Part of the Expence ot the Courts at Weſtminſter-Hall z and by 
reaſon of the frequent holding theſe City-Courts, a Cauſe is much ſooner 
brought to a Tryal, t an in the Cburts above. In long Vacations eſpecially, 


when no other than the firſt Proceſs can iſſue ſrom the Courts at Veſtminſter, 
theſe Courts are of ſingular Uſe and Benefit. 


3. As the quick Diſpatch and ſmall Expence of the City-Courts are of 
great Beneſit to thoſe who have Occaſion to ſue for their Debts, ſo they are 
ef great Eaſe to a Defendant, who even after a Verdict recovered againſt 
him, upon Application to the Lord Mayor, repreſenting that he is not able 
to pay immediately, (and giving Security) may have ſuch reaſonable Time 
tor Payment, as his Lordſhip fall think fit; and this his Lordſhip hath 
Power to do, and to ſtay Execution, by the antient uſage of the City, which 
is called the mariing of ei Cau/e belore the Lord Mayor. 


4. That by the 21 of Fac. I. cap. 23. no Cauſe can be removed from an 
I-f*rior Court, where the Debt or Damages demanded, do not amount to 
Fler Pounds 3; and it is apprehended that at that Time, that Sum was equal 
to abgut Tvowy Pounds now, and that conſequently the ſame Reaſon will
